Halifax Speech Significant. 

It is significant that Foreign Sec- 
retary Viscount Halifax received 
the text of the mediation offer from 
The Hague last night in time to 
revise the speech which he was 
scheduled to broadcast later in the 
evening, but made no alterations. 
This fact lends redoubled force to 
Lord Halifax’s declaration that Brit- 
ain is fighting “against the sub- 
stitution. of brute force for law as 
an arbiter between nations” and 
that “the new world that we seek 
will enlist the co-operation of all 
peoples on the basis of human 
equality, self-respect, and mutual 
tolerance.” 

Lord Halifax also insisted that 
“no paper plan will endure that 
does not freely spring from the will 
of the peoples who can alone give it 
life.” The only possible construc- 
tion of these words is that Britain 
is committed to restoration of the 
Polish and Czech states and that 
acceptance of a settlement which 
would leave unchanged Hitler's 
status quo in Eastern Europe re- 
thains impossible. Therefore, the 
British reply to the Dutch-Belgian 
appeal will certainly repeat the of- 
ficial attitude of the London Gov- 
ernment, already laid down, while 
probably expressing sincere inter- 
est if Hitler has any new proposals. 

Reason More Interesting. 

Since the prospects of such de- 
velopments appear virtually nil, the 
British are more keenly interested 
in the reasons which prompted 
King Leopold’s hasty visit to Hol-

Official circles hinted today that 
King Leopold of the Belgians and 
Queen Wilhelmina of The Neth- 
erlands might follow up their offer 
to serve as peace mediators with 
diplomatic contacts in Berlin, Lon- 
don and Paris.

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BRITISH SUBMARINE LOST 
IN EXPLOSION; 53 KILLED 


Churchill, in Commons, Discloses the Oxley 
Was Destroyed by Accident—Place 
And Date Not Given. 


LONDON, Nov. 8 (AP).—The loss 
of the British submarine Oxley by 
an accidental ‘explosion was an- 
nounced to the House of Commons 
today by Winston Churchill, First 
Lord of the Admiralty. 


The Admiralty later announced 
four officers and 49 men were lost 
with the Oxley. 

“Since the outbreak of the war,” 
Churchill said, “one of our sub- 
marines, H. M. S. Oxley, has been 
‘destroyed by an accidental explo- 
sion in circumstances which made 
its publication imadvisable at the 
time.” 

He did not disclose the place or 
date. 

The Oxley was the first subma- 
rine loss announced by the British 
since the war began, Built in 1926- 
27 for the Australian navy, it was 
presented to the British navy in 
1931 by Australia as an economy 
measure. 

Submarines of its class have a 
surface displacement of 1354 tons, 
‘carry three guns and eight torpedo 
tubes. 

Estimate on U-Boat Losses. 

Churchill declared that three 
times as many British hunting 
leraft were at work now as at the 
outbreak of the war and that “a 
fairly sound, conservative estimate” 
of German submarine losses was 
between two and four every week. 
“What I told the House under 
much reserve six weeks ago I can 
now repeat with more assurance— 
namely that we are gaining a defi- 
nite mastery over the U-boat at- 
tack,” 

He estimated that Germany 
could produce two new submarines 
weekly and added, “at any rate, 
our expectation is that we must 
face 100 U-boats in January, less 
whatever sinkings have occurred.” 

Dealing with the additional] men- 
ace of the surface raider, Church- 
ill said, “It is certain that one and 
possibly two of the so-called pocket 
battleships has been out upon the 
Atlantic trade routes during the 
last six weeks.”

Paying tribute to France’s naval 
assistance, Churchill said: 

“It seems to me a wonderful 
thing that when France is making 
so great an effort upon land she 
should at the same time offer to 
the Allied cause so powerful a re- 
inforcement upon the sea. 

“We shall suffer, and we shall 
suffer continually but by persever- 
ance and by taking measures on 
tthe largest scale I feel no doubt 
‘that in the end we shall break 
their hearts.” 

In the first eight weeks of war 
more than 10,000,000 tons of cargo 
were landed in Britain with the 
loss of less than 250,000 tons of 
icargo, he said. 

Churchill stated the British navy 
had “suffered a greater loss of life 
than all the other forces, French 
and British, on sea, on land and in 
the air combined,” and added, “the 
war at sea has in fact been the only 
war which has been proceeding on 
a full scale.”

Frenger said the strike had closed 
all branch stores operated by the 
37 firms. He said there were no 
figures available to show the num- 
ber of such branches, but that one 
firm, the Lungstras Cleaning Co., 
operated more than 60 branches. 

Charles H. Spoehrer, attorney for 
21 of the concerns, said in a 
statement, that the strike was 
called without specific warning al- 
though he had sent a telegram yes- 
terday to Frenger asking for an- 
other meeting of the negotiating 
groups. 

Spoehrer said the strike was “an 
unfortunate situation with no ap- 
parent solution at this time.” He 
asserted that the cleaning business 
for some time had been declining 
as a profitable industry and that 
the firms he represented could not 
meet a pay rise. 

Local 20 is demanding a 15 per 
cent increase for about 1100 work- 
ers, who now receive between 30 
and 50 cents an hour. The drivers, 


per cent commission on all busi- 
ness in excess of $150 a week, are 
asking that the commission be in- 
creased to 5 per cent and the base 
reduced to $100 a week. 

Frenger said that 25 firms had 
signed tentative agreements ~ for 
30 days, granting demands of both 
Work- 
ers at about 16 firms returned to 
their jobs this morning after the 
companies had signed the tentative 
agreements, Frenger said. All 
other establishments were picketed, 
he said. 

The tentative agreements will be 
used as a basis for negotiations, 
Frenger said. He added that the 
unions were not asking for reduc- 
tion in present working hours. Un- 
ion employes of cleaning establish- 
ments are working 44 hours a week 
in slack seasons and 48 hours in 
busy periods. The industry is not

In a signed statement given to 
Assistant State’s Attorney Fred J. 
Bier and Belleville police, Har- 
graves said ne concealed himself 
in the rear of Kirchhoefer’s truck, 
which was parked near the grocery 
on C street, east of Illinois street, 
and waited for the grocer to ar- 
rive. 7 

“About 15 minutes later Kirch- 
hoefer came and got into his 
truck,” Hargraves related. “Just 
as he got seated behind the wheel 
I struck him with a length of gas 
pipe, hitting him twice on the head. 
He slumped over and fell to the 
right of the seat.” 

Hargraves said he then robbed 
the grocer, takiag his billfold con- 
taining about $95 and a key case. 
He said he hid part of the money 
in a pile of lumber at the rear of 
his uncle’s tavern at 2705 West 
Main street, and spent the rest 
on a tour of taverns in Belleville, 
East St. Louis and St. Louis. 


Ate With Kirchhoefer. 


Hargraves was arrested last night 
in Belleville as he stepped off a 
bus from St. Louis. . Police sus- 
pected him of the murder after 
learning that he had been in a tav- 
ern at 226 -North Illinois street, 
near Kirchhoefer’s store, when the 
grocer came in Monday evening 
and displayed a large roll of bills. 

Kirchhoefer had dinner there, 
sitting at a table occupied by Har- 
graves. Mrs.-Sophie Green, owner 
of the tavern, told police Hargraves 
acted suspiciously after seeing 
Kirchhoefer’s money. Police were 
told also that Hargraves had bor- 
rowed 70 cents that afternoon from 
a friend, and ordered his arrest 
after learning that he had been 
spending money at Belleville tav- 
erns that night. 

Hargraves told police that he 
had been_at the tavern most of 
the afternoon, playing cards and 
pool and drinking three bottles of 
beer, He said he left the place 
about 7 p. m. and went across the 
street to the Engler Ice and Fuel 
Co., where he was employed part 
time, and got a short section of 
gas pipe from the ice company ga- 
rage. He then hid in the back of 
the truck and waited for Kirch- 
hoefer.

Floyd Harmon, 21, Killed 
by Auto That Doesn't 
Stop on Illinois Highway 
West of Jerseyville. 


Floyd Harmon, ®& timber cutter 
who formerly lived in St. Louis, 


was killed last night when he was 
atruck by an automobile, which did 

ot stop, on Illinois Highway 38, 
about seven miles west of Jersey- 
ville. His body, the skull crushed, 
was found 30 feet from a bicycle, 
which Chief of Police Ray Shortal | 
of Jerseyville said had been stolen 
from his son. 

Harmon, who was 21 years old 
and lived with a brother in a cabin 
about 15 miles northwest of Alton, 
was in St. Louis yesterday after- 
noen to visit his mother at 816 
Russell boulevard. On learning 
from neighbors that his mother, 
Mrs. George Marshall, had moved 
to a farm on Telegraph road, St. 
Louis County, he said he would 
take a bus for Alton. 

Chief Shortal said the bicycle had 
been taken about 6:30 p. m. from 
the sidewalk in front of a bowling 
alley on the main street of Jersey- 
ville, where his son had left it a 
few minutes earlier. Harmon’s 
body was found at 8 p. m. by a 
motorist whose attention had been 
attracted by the headlight of the 
bicycle, which was still lighted. The 
bicycle, badly damaged, apparently 
had been struck from behind.

second panel, which included Davis. 

“Have you ever,” the prosecutor 
asked the prospective jurors, “seen, 
or known in any connection, Mr. 
John Nick, the defendant in this 
case? Does he know any members 
of your family, or friends of yours, 
that you know about, or have you 
ever heard his name used by any 
of your friends or members of your 
family as knowing him?” 

One member of the panel raised 
his hand and said he was a theatér 
usher, and had “heard speak of” 
Nick. He was not selected for the 
jury. 

“I take it then,” ? e prosecutor 
continued in addressing the 
venire, “that you know of him 
(Nick) in no way at all, through 
personal connection or through the 
slightest connection, indirectly 
through your friends, in a personal 
way or business way or any way at 
all, except the newspapers.” 

Woodward then addressed the 
second panel, which included Davis. 
“We hope we can save a little 
time,” he said, “because no doubt 
you all heard a great deal of the 
explanation to the first panel. ... 
Any of you know, or seen or heard 
of, Mr. John P. Nick, who sits 
here? I am talking about person- 
alities now, not newspaper articles 
—whether you know him personal- 
ly, directly or indirectly, please 
raise your hands.” He later asked 
that anyone raise his hand who 
“for any reason whatever wishes 
to be excused.” 


Co-worker of Nick’s Sister. 


Davis, the juror who failed to 
raise his hand at the proper time, 
is 32 years old and lives with his 
parents at 2539W University street. 
He is manager of the Grimm & 
Gorly greenhouse at 4560 St. Louis 
avenue, where his father, Atwell 
Davis, is employed. Mrs. West, 
Nick's sister, was formerly secre- 
tary of Grimm & Gorly, florists, 
and Davis, who was working for 
the same firm at the time, was ac- 
quainted with her then. Mrs. West 
now teaches hairdressing in Hadley 
Vocational School, 

One of the facts developed by the 
inquiry was that Davis drove his 
mother to an undertnking parlor 
to view the body of Joseph Nick Sr., 
John P. Nick’s father. 

Before announcing his decision, 
Judge Aronson called the defense 
lawyers, Sigmund M. Bass and 
Paul Dillon, before him, with Cir- 
cult Attorney Miller and his as- 
sistant. 

Dillon argued that a fair trial 
could be had with the jury in- 
cluding Davis, or, if the Court and 
Circuit Attorney objected to Davis, 
Dillon suggested that the trial 
should proceed with the other 11 
jurors. This suggestion was not 
accepted. 

To Davis the Court said: 

“This situation is solely because 
of you. You huve cost the State 
money, and caused inconvenience 
to all concerned, If I should total 
the expenses, and put them in the 
form of a fine, it would be a con- 
siderable amount. But I feel that 
the proper thing to do is to pun- 
ish you for contempt of court, for 
deception you practiced on the 
Court, and to make an example of 
you.” He then imposed the jail 

sentence, and Davis was taken to 
City Jail 


Circuit Attorney Miller said to a 


Post-Dispatch reporter that he 
would not carry the case of Juror 
Davis further. In a previous case 
where a juror failed to make prop-

Caviar, Vodka and Sturgeon Galore, but Only 
Two Congressmen and One Ex-Senator 
Are Among Guests. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 (AP).—| 


Caviar, vodka and sturgeon failed 
to lure top-ranking Government of- 
ficials to the Soviet Embassy cele- 
bration yesterday of the twenty- 
second anniversary of the Commu- 
nist revolution in Russia. 

Red roses adorned a bronze bust 
of Lenin in the massive Embassy 
yesterday. Scotch whisky abound- 
ed, mixed with Soviet soda bottled 
by the People’s Commissariat for 
Public Health. There were great 
mounds of green sherbet with 


crushed red raspberries and huge 
cakes smothered in rum sauce, 


But there were no Cabinet mem- 
bers. There were no Supreme 
Court Justices. There were no 
high-ranking State Department of- 
ficials. The only Senator was an 
ex-Senator—Smith W. Brookhart, 
Iowa Republican. The announcer 
called out “His Excellency, the 
Ambassador,” only for those from 
China, Turkey and Ecuador. Only 
two Congressmen—Representatives 
Boehne (Dem.), Indiana and Buck 
(Dem.), California—were recog- 
nized among the guests. ,

They know 
that this war is placing the Social- 
ist revolution on the order of the 
day there as a practical -question. 

“'They are preparin® to come to 
the rescue of their class brothers in 
Europe against the rise of the rev- 
olutionary working class. They 
know that America itself, despite 
the political backwardness as yet of 
our working class, is technically, ob- 
jectively, the country which is the 
most ripe, the most prepared, for 
a quick transition to Socialism, for 
which it lacks only the understand- 
ing and the will of the masses to 
that goal.’ “2 

Roosevelt's Viewpoint.

MAYFIELD ADVOCATES 
ORDERLY PRICE SHIFTS 


St. Louisan Tells Retailers ‘to 
Resist Speculative 
Increases, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 8.—An 


explanation of why organized re- 
tailers should oppose price  in- 
creases, although the biggest prof- 
its are made on a rising market, 
was offered by Frank M. Mayfield 
of St. Louis yesterday at the an- 
nual meeting of the Missouri Re- 
tailers’ Association. 

“We know that sharp rises make 
sharp drops,” he said. “We also 
know that we will pay heavy taxes 
on the increases and that there will 


be no refund of these taxes when 
the losses come.” 

Retailers, he went on, cannot do 
much about maintaining a balance 
of prices and wages, and they do 
not. want to do much about justi- 
fiable increases resulting from nat- 


argued that a balance must be pre- 
served between prices of consumer 
good and wages, because if prices 
increase too rapidly, public buying 
ability will be curtailed and retail 


“Speculative Increases.” 


“We can do gomething about 
speculative increases,” Mayfield, 
president of Scruggs, Vandervoort) 
& Barney, Inc., and a director of 
the State association, told his fel- 
low merchants. “We can use all 
our force in the markets to resist 
unjustifiable increases. We can re- 
frain from panicky buying  our- 
selves and advise our customers to 
do so.” 

Mayfield said his address was 
in the nature of a report as chair- 
man of the Economic Advisory 
Committee of the National Retail 
Dry Goods Association, It is a task 


of his committee, he pointed out, 


to show the public that the retailer 
cannot control prices. He recalled 
that after the World War the re- 
tailer “received all the blame for 
price inflation.” 

“We are not opposing all price 
increases,” he continued. “Many 
are necessary and advisable, but 
if we eliminate speculation and do 
what we can to keep the advance 
orderly, we will have accomplished 
our purpose. 

Statesmanship Needed. 


“Most of our institutions and be- 
liefs are under scrutiny and ques- 
tion these days. There is a great- 
er need for business statesmanship 
than ever before. I believe that 
retailipg ‘can do a great construc- 
tive job if it can protect its cus- 
tomers against unjustifiable price 
increases and the effect of such a 
job cannot be over-estimated in its 
service to society and democracy 
itself. 

“The retailer is peculiarly fitted 
to be a leader in the evolution of 
modern business thinking because 
his economic Interests are aiways 
identical with those of the public, 
He represents one of the few 
classes of business which neither 
asks nor receives any favors from 
Government. Farmers get subsi- 
dies; soldiers get the bonus; man- 
ufacturers get tariffs. The retail- 
er does well if he gets $1 a year 
for the postoffice which he runs 
for the Government.”

AN OBVIOUS TRICK. 

The proposal of the United States Lines that nine 
of its ships be placed under Panama registry is a 
clear attempt to evade the spirit of the new neuw- 
trality law. 

If these American-owned ships are permitted to 
haul down the Stars and Stripes and hoist the flag 
of Panama, so that they may participate in the dan- 
gerous, but lucrative, wartime trade, the United 
States is open to the charge of fraud and hypocrisy. 

It may be legal to camouflage American ships as 
Panama ships, as Maritime Commissioner Max. O’Rell 
Truitt speciously argues; but considerations of nar- 
row legality in this case are dwarfed by considera- 
tions of national honor and national safety. 

We are officially committed to a strict cash-and- 
carry policy. In the weeks of debate in Senate 
and House, it was made clear that this policy means 
that American ships are not to engage in war traffic. 
If American ships are to become technically foreign 
ships, a gross deception will have been practiced 
upon the country. : 

The glib apologists for the transfer of the ships 
point out that the United States will in no way be 
involved if they are sunk; but there is no assurance 


that these same glib apologists, greedy now for prof- 


its, will not come running to the Government to 
complain when the submarines get busy, or that they 
will not work on the sympathies and passions of the 
American people if American ships flying phony 
flags are sunk. 

It was clearly understood, during the debate on 
the Pittman bill, that its passage would entail cer- 
tain sacrifices on the part of our merchant marine. 
These sacrifices were considered necessary in the in- 
terest of national safety, yet the ink on the Pittman 
bill is hardly dry before an attempt is made to evade 
the price of national safety. 

In an editorial of Sept. 26, we said: “The present 
draft (of the Pittman bill) forbids American vessels 
to enter combat areas, under penalty of fines and 
prison sentences. This means that a large part of 
the merchant marine will be made idle, at least until 
new trade is developed in this hemisphere, as the 
administration hopes to do. There will be a tempta- 
tion to evade the ban by means of fictitious transfers 
of American ships to foreign flags, or sales with 
agreement to repurchase after the war ends. This 
possibility ... should have the attention of Congress 
in working out an ironclad cash-and-carry law.” 

Congress made no suitable provision for plugging 
the loophole, but it can be plugged by other means. 
The United States Government has control of the 
merchant marine. It has a big financial stake in the 
merchant marine. It can prevent the transfer of the 
ships to Panama registry. 

If it does not do so, the way is open for other eva- 
sions of the cash-and-carry law. If a way is found 
to evade the carry part of the law, no doubt the 
tricksters will soon be attacking the cash provision. 

It is going to be no easy job to protect our neu- 
trality, as this incident shows. It is going to be a 
24-hours-a-day, seven-days-a-week job. Let us not at 
the outset yield to an obvious dodge to violate the 


carry provision. 
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ENDING A MUNICIPAL SMOKE NUISANCE. 

It is proper that smoke-law enforcement should 
begin at home; that is, in the city’s own smoke-pro- 
ducing establishments. Hence, the decision to get rid 
of the antiquated equipment at the municipal asphalt 
plant at Kingshighway and De Tonty street, a fla- 
grant neighborhood nuisance, and to spend $50,000 on 
a new smokeless plant. 

That the city itself has been a conspicuous offender 
was an embarrassing circumstance in its anti-smoke 
campaign. But its solution is one that cannot be 
widely adopted, for how many citizens can afford to 
throw out their antiquated furnaces and buy new 
equipment? 

This episode emphasizes the point that perfection 
of a cheap smokeless fuel is what the city needs to 
solve its problem.

With the fatalistic attitude that this war is in- 
escapable, that the issue has been joined and must 
be fought to its red conclusion, the thinking world 
can have no patience. “There is no inevitability in 
history,” as Felix Frankfurter wisely observed, “ex- 
cept as men make it.” The difficulties of negotiation

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NEW ORLEANS NEEDS NO TROUT. 

They are catching fine, big speckled trout at the 
foot of New Orleans’ Canal street these days. The 
level of the Mississippi has dropped so low and the 
current has slackened so much that the Gulf tides 
are sweeping up the delta, turning the usually tawny 
river water a placid blue and bringing sea food to 
the city’s door. 

Now, New Orleans likes fish—and at Antoine’s 
and La Louisiane they cook them as nowhere else in 
the world—but the city would prefer to send its 
fishing fleet to sea for them. It does not like the 
new automatic front-door delivery. 

This is more than loyalty to an old custom. It so 
happens that when the Gulf brings its fish to Canal 
street, it also fills the city’s mains with salt water.

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HOW THE NAZIS EDITED A REPORTER. 

The deluge of Nazi leaflets that reached St. Louis- 
ans in the mail this week showed how propagandists 
distort their quoted authorities for the purpose of ob- 
taining better support for their views. In this case, 
material was edited that had already been presented 
to St. Louis readers in this newspaper. 

The object of the leaflets was to accuse the Poles 
of using poison gas, and the British of furnishing it. 
One of the circulars mentions a dispatch by Wallace 
R. Deuel of the Chicago Daily News and the 
Post-Dispatch as verifying the charge that gas was 
used. What purports to be a quotation from a dis- 
patch by him is presented. On checking this against 
his actual dispatch, as published in the Post-Dispatch 
of Sept. 20, we find that in the leaflet version it has 
been materially altered. 

In each instance, the editing makes the article 
point more strongly in the direction of the Nazi 
charges. Liberties are taken with phrases and even 
whole sentences, to the extent of virtual rewriting. 

At one point in his account, the correspondent 
described the victims’ symptoms, but qualified his 
statement about gas by saying, “according to Ger- 
man officers and doctors and survivors.” The Propa- 
ganda Ministry makes this read, “according to con- 
curring reports from German officers, physicians and 
survivors.” 

Mr. Deuel, in the radio dispatch published in our 
news columns, quoted German officers as saying there 
is no doubt gas was used, and added, “They do raise 
the question, however, whether its use was due to a 
mistake.” This statement does not appear in the 
leaflet version. 

If such distortions as these were inflicted upon 
material that can be checked, doubt naturally arises 
as to the authenticity of other matter in the leaflets. 
Further evidence of unscrupulous editing is found in 
the Associated Press’ statement that the reports of its 
correspondent in Poland have been similarly mis- 
handled. In any event, we have here a fine example 
of the deceptiveness of war propaganda.

in Europe, will the United States re- 

trace the same “road to war,” as I once 
called it, which the country followed from 
1914 to 1917? 

In one sense, the answer is clearly No, 
for the simple but too often neglected reason 
that 1939 is not 1914, The parallels with 1914 
are sO many and so obvious that we are apt 
to overlook the differences. But they are 
quite as numerous and fully as significant. 

The first and the most overwhelming dif- 
ference of all is, of course, the fact that we

now have the experience of the past 25 .- 


years behind us. This clearly works both 
ways. It has given us a knowledge of mod- 
ern war, a horror of and disillusion with it 
and a desire to have none of it unlike any- 
thing we knew in 1914. It has also given us 
memories that link our emotions, our poli- 
cies and in a real sense our national interests 
much more closely with France and Britain 
than they were linked a quarter-century ago. 

In 1939, the war broke, with almost gla- 
cial gradualness, upon an American people 
probably better informed upon international 
affairs than any, other people in the world, 
including the Europeans. 

We had a much clearer notion than before 
of what it was all about and a much less 
shocked and excited interest in the gory de- 
tails of the actual fighting. After all that 
we had seen of the World War, of China, of 
Ethiopia and of Spain, the savagery of the 
German onslaught upon Poland had no ef- 
fect remotely like that of the German on- 
slaught on Belgium, 


The Ametican attitude of today is rooted 
in a much sounder knowledge of the world. 
It does, of course, carry the same implication 
that the Allies are fighting our battles, and 
may ultimately generate an even stronger 
pressure toward an American intervention 
to prevent their defeat. But because it is 
more conscious and more realistic, it should 
lead to a calmer and more realistic calcula- 
tion as to the necessity for doing so. 

There has been markedly’ less tendency 
than before to talk in emotional terms about 
German “crimes against civilization,” less 
moral indignation and more practical consid- 
eration of how German actions may, in fact, 
affect the United States. And if we are led 
to adopt policies tending to support of the 
Allies, we shall have a far clearer idea 
just what we are doing. :

Act, there would still be the bitter memories 
of past foreign lending to discourage the re- 
building of a war-supply industry on credit. 

Business men’ and bankers now know 
by hard experience what it means to resign 
the rushing profits of neutrality for the co- 
lossal taxation and rigorous controls of war- 
time. Few things seem more certain than 
that, if the United States does become a bel- 
ligerent, it will not be for business reasons. 

We declared war in 1917 in order to re- 
establish and enforce the rules of interna- 
tional law of sea warfare. Although we won 
our war, we now find the next great con- 
flict beginning with most of the violations 
we protested accepted as almost recognized 
precedents. I believe that our policy will 
tend to meet new outrages, as it has done in 
the case of outrages against law and our in- 
terests in China, by protests for the record 
rather than* by threatening war. 

If the United States does threaten war over 
some specific episodes or methods, I believe 
it will do so because larger reasons seems to 
make it imperative that the United States 
should attempt to decide the struggle. 

President Roosevelt’s policy seems based 
upon the hope that he can adequately control 
tHe course of events abroad by methods 
“short of war.” But if he fails, he may be 
readier than was Mr. Wilson to conclude 
that war itself would be a lesser evil for the 
United States than a passive acceptance of 
what fate was bringing. But as a considered 
guess, in the light of all the factors pro and 
con and on the assumption that the Eu- 
ropean situation continues to present about 
the same picture that we now have of it, I 
should conclude that the chances of an 
American military intervention are consider- 
ably less today than they were in 1914.

HE pre-eminent study of American let- 

ters is today what it was a dozen years 
ago—Vernon Louis Parrington’s “Main Cur 
rents in American Thought.” The first two 
volumes were deservedly awarded the Pu 
litzer Prize for history in 1928, a year before 
their author’s untimely death. Now 
issued in one volume (Harcourt, Brace & 
New York) from the plates of the origiz 
three, Parrington’s work remains a sweeping 
history of American thinking, keen in its 
appreciation of social and economic forces. 

A new book which at once calls Parring- 
ton’s monumental survey to mind is Bernard 
Smith's “Forces in American Criticism: A 
Study in the History of American Literary 
Thought” (Harcourt, Brace & Co. New 
York). The idea of this book, begun more 
than eight years ago, is that the attitude 
of men toward literature, their notions of 
its purpose and importance, as expressed 
literary criticism, is a revealing index to th 
times and those who live in them, 

. o . 

Parrington is paid generous tribute by Mr 
Smith. With Parrington came not only crit 
ical scholarship that “defied scrutiny,” Smith 
says, but “a realistic technique for analyzing 
the relationship of a writer to his time and 
place—in addition to a militantly progr 
sive spirit.” 

For Parrington, as this observer properly 
points out, was not interested in writings 
alone but in “the motivating interests and 
real direction of specific works of literature. 
He went into the social ties of individual 
writers to find out what made them write 
what they did; and he was partisan on the 
side of “democracy.” That he was optimisti¢ 
was due to his belief, after serious economie 
and political study, “that when the illusioss 
of the frontier were completely dispelled and 
wage-slavery grew openly oppressive, ‘h# 
people would take matters into their 
hands and enforce their due rights.”

ROME, Nov. 8 (AP).—The at-

Gayda, charged Soviet Russia last | 
night with part responsibility for | 
the European war. 

Writing in Il Giornale d'Italia, 


the editor who, usually speaks Gov-| 
ernment views, accused Russia of | 
imperialism and of applying dan-| 
gerous pressure in the Balkans. His | 
editorial was an outspoken retort’ 
to the manifesto issued in Moscow | 
by the Communist International on/| 
the twenty-second anniversary of | 
the Communist revolution. 

Gayda declared the Comintern’ 
“reversed the obvious proven truth | 
when it presumed to assign to | 
Soviet Russia the open mission of 
guardian of peace on the Danube 
and in the Balkans.” 

Italy’s Mission. 

“Only Hussolini Italy, and not 
Communist Russia, has assumed 
that mission,” Gayda declared. 

He explained Italy's abstemtion 
from any belligerent action had) 
“circumscribed the conflict in Eu-'| 
rope which already has been 
widened by Russian intervention.” 

Gayda said Italy's “clear policy of 
peace and collaboration” among 
Danubian and Balkan countries 
was “keeping peace in their terri- 
tories which have been overrun by 
new and dangerous ferments cre- 
ated by the nearness of the new 
Soviet pressure.” : 

He took particular exception to 
the Comintern’s charge that Italy 
was awaiting the right moment to 
“throw itself on the vanquished and 
tear off its share of the booty.” 

“This intention up io now belongs 
solely to the Moscow Government 
which started it in September, 1939, 
after the lightning German victory 
on the then weakened and unde- 
fended territory of Poland,” Gayda 
said. 

Gayda asserted the Comintern’s 
accusations against Germany as 
well as Britain and France meant 
“there is no final agreement be- 
tween Moscow and Berlin.” 

Russian Aggression. 

If there is a fight in Europe of 
“imperialism and plutocratic in- 
terests,” Gayda said, Soviet Russia 
is involved as much as any other 
Power. He then charged Russia, 
already rich in resources, with at- 
tempting to expand “against the’ 
needs of other peoples,” using the 
“same attempts at political pres- 
sure that belong to great capitalist 
empires.”

Pneumonia deaths of St. Louis-| 
ans declined 31.8 per cent in the.

From Jan. 1 to Nov. 1 of this year 
there were 429 deaths of St. Louis 
residents from this disease and a 
total of 499 in the city, including 
those from out of town who were 
brought to hospitals here. Last 
year these two figures were 629 and 
709. 

Bredeck attributed the drop to 
the pneumonia control program 
which was begun in the summer of 
1938 with $15,000 from the United 
States Public Health Service. Bre- 
deck said he had recently become 
hopeful that the Health Service 
would make an additional grant 
soon. There is enough penumonia 
serum left to last until the end of 
the year.

CONTRACTS REVISED 


American Can President Indi- 
cates Monopoly Hearings 
Brought About Liberalization. 


The Monopoly Committee heard 
testimony today that its investiga- 


might have helped influence the 
American Can. Co,, 
can manufacturer in the country, 
to liberalize contracts with its cus- 
tomers. 

Under a new contract form adopt- 
ed by the company last month, H. 
A. Baker, company president testi- 
fied, can purchasers are granted 
price adjustments for any conces- 
sions obtained by the manufactur- 
er below the steel companies’ pub- 
lished price on tin plate. 

Previously, he said, contracts 
based the price of cans on the 
officially announced price of tin 
plate of the Carnegie-Lllinois Steel 
Co., a United States Steel Co. sub- 
sidiary. Except in 1938, when sav- 


‘ings were voluntarily passed on to 


buyers of cans, the American Can 
Co. obtained the benefit of any 
concessions below the published 
tin plate price, Baker said. 

Leon Henderson, Securities Com- 
mission member, asked Baker if the 
activities of the Monopoly Commit- 
tee or other public discussions had 
anything to do with the change 
in policy. 

“T would rather not make a gen- 
eral statement on that,” Baker re- 
plied. He said he had discussed 
that subject with A. H. Feller, spe- 
cial assistant to the Attorney-Gen- 
the committee’s investigation of 
steel. 

With Baker’s consent, Feller then 
read from a transcript of a dis- 
cussion between the two Oct. 16, 
in which Baker told Feller: 

“Theoretically, this seems to take 
care of all the things that our cus- 
tomers might expect us to take 
care of and all of the things we 
have thought it probable that you 
gentlemen would also like to have 
taken care of. 

“Maybe some of your inspiration 
is back of this. I would like to 
have your reaction.” 

Baker told reporters later he was 
referring to the administration gen- 
erally in his references to “you 
gentlemen.” 

Benjamin F. Fairless, president 
of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, contended in response to com- 
mittee questions that the company’s 
position as a supplier of semifin- 
ished steel to processors and at 
the same time as a competitor in 
the finished steel market with 
these processors was not an eco- 
nomic problem of serious conse- 
quence but only a theoretical one.

DIAGNOSIS: No, Martha is not losing 
her mind, and the peculiar feeling of un- 
reality which troubles her is not an uncom- 
mon reaction among people who are not 
happily adjusted to their environment.

guess, these girls are not the life of the

HELPS HER HUSBAND RULE HALF 
A MILLION SUBJECTS, 


“Princess Baba,” who got herself 
and Sarawak into innumerable 
headlines two years ago when she 
married the English rassler, Bob 
Gregory, in London. 

Another daughter, the widowed 
Lady Inchcape, is driving an am- 
bulance, and has opened a hospital 
in rural England as her mother, 
the Ranee, operated one in Scotland 
for convalescent soldiers during the 
World War. The third daughter, 
Elizabeth, created almost as many 
headlines as Baba several years 
ago when she married dance or- 
chestra maestro Harry Roy, the 
Eddie Duchin of London. 

The Ranee, a daughter of the late 
Viscount Esher, is in New York 
preparatory to a long lecture tour 
throughout the United States. She 
will tell her audiences how she and

But It Required Exceeding- 
ly Good Play to Escape 
Defeat.

ERHAPS erratic bidders retain 
P their faults because of the in- 
teresting situations into which 
th ir trespasses lead them. To 
play a dangerous, perhaps totally 
unsound, contract may not always 
be pleasant, but it is exciting. In 
today’s hand, South and West vied 
with each other for the doubtful 
pleasure of playing a bad contract. 
South was the winner in this curi- 
ous contest, and it required exceed- 
ingly good play for him to emerge 
unscathed.

South’s rebid of one spade, while 
technically incorrect, would be 
made by most good players. While 
it often is best to rebid a six-card 
suit before mentioning a four- 
carder, the opportunity should not 
be overlooked of showing a major 
suit at the lowest possible level, 
with the intention of rebidding the 
longer suit later on, if necessary. 
West's overcall of two diamonds 
was a major crime. Such a vulner- 
able overcall should indicate the 
ability to win six tricks; West hard- 
ly could hope for more than four. 
North’s prompt double would have 
been just punishment of West’s pre- 
sumption, and South should have 
been delighted to let the double 
stand. But South, loathe to give 
up the thrills of declarer’s play, 
rescued his opponent by bidding 
four clubs. North naturally gave 
his partner credit for a better 
hand, and. was perfectly justified 
in jumping to six clubs, and re- 
doubling East’s somewhat pointless 
double. 
Fortunately for South, the open- 
ing lead, the spade 10, was the most 
favorable he could have received. 
(A heart or high diamond lead by 
West would have led to the con- 
tract’s defeat.) Dummy played the 
spade queen, East the king, and 
South won with the ace. Declarer 
led a heart toward dummy, hop- 
ing that West held the ace and 
would fail to play it. In that case, 
South would hastily discard his re- 
maining heart on one of dummy’s 
high diamonds, and then could 
easily fulfill his contract. 

But South was not to have so 
easy a time of it. Dummy’s heart 
king was slaughtered by East’s ace, 
and the return of the heart jack 
forced out dummy’s queen. Now 
South had to depend on a suc- 
cessful trump finesse and also had 
to dispose of his two low spades. 
One of the spades could be dis- 
carded on a high diamond; the 
other, South thought, would have 
to be ruffed in dummy. 

To begin the trump finessing, 
South led from the dummy the 
seven of clubs. This held the trick, 
but South was dismayed to discov- 
er that West could not follow suit. 
This meant that all three of dum- 
my’s trumps would -be needed to 
pick up East’s club king, and that 
South would have to find some 
other way to avoid the loss of a 
spade. Dummy next led the nine 
of clubs, which also held. 

Another club was led from dum- 
my for a third finesse, and then 
South laid down the ace of clubs 
and continued with the rest of his 
trumps. When the last trump was 
led, West had to reduce to four 
cards. He could not hold stoppers 
in both spades and diamonds and 
was, therefore, obliged to let South 
make his twelfth trick, either with 
a long spade in his own hand, or 
with a long diamond in dummy,

RETTY soon when that $100,- 

000,000 Federal appropriation 

for the National Youth Admin- 
istration gets fully to work, we 
can hope to hear less about the 
Lost Generation. There'll be less 
excuse for the familiar wail of 
young job hunters: “How am I to 
get a job when the first thing they 
ask is ‘Have you had experience?’ 
How can I get a job without ex- 
perience? How can I get experi- 
ence without a job?” 

The NYA is doing just that. Tak- 
ing inexperienced youth, putting 
them to work on jobs for which 
they are adapted, paying them part- 
time wages—as high as $21 for 
50 hours work per month—while 
they are getting experience, train- 
ing and direction in the way they 
should go. 

Enrolled in the St. Louis and 
county district of the NYA are 
2700 boys and girls, ages 18 to 24. 
The quota for the district is 3500. 
So if there are still 800 needy 
young people between those ages 
craving experience and unwilling 
to work at 36 to 42 cents an hour, 
it’s their own fault. The NYA in- 
take office in the old Federal build- 
ing, Eighth and Olive street, would 
like to have a “cushion” of more 
applicants than they can employ 
so as to arrange work projects 
more efficiently. | 

At present 31 useful work proj- 
ects, sponsored by ‘tax supported 
or charity supported institutions, 
are being supplied with youthful 
workers paid by Uncle Sam. The 
projects vary so that one may 
have almost a choice of work. A 
great deal is done about vocational 
guidance and adjustment of a

HERE training is desired in a 
Werosen field, both work and 

training are provided in what 
the NYA regards as its most con- 
structive project, the Occupational 
Development Institutes. 

“Our setup,” said John E. Hogan, 
general district supervisor, “is for 
the purpose of providing part-time 
work and experience for needy 
youth, but we are doing more and 
more about training and  super- 
vision.” 

The institutes are sponsored by 
and operated in public schools and 
other training centers where class 
room instruction can be given on 
subjects related to the jobs the 
workers are engaged on. I saw 
one of thes> work and training 
projects employing 160 girls in op- 
eration at Patrick Henry School. 
The old grade school building, now 
half depopulated because so many 
white families have moved away 
from the neighborhood, is half giv- 
en over to the NYA. 

Girls are being paid for two 
hours work a day making gar- 
ments and stitching on materials 
and orders supplied by institutions. 
Other groups put in work hours in 
the kitchen preparing and serving 
luncheons for the faculty. They’ 
get practical experience in plan- 
ning menus, marketing, budgeting, 
laundry work and all the domestic 
chores. The remainder of the school 
day they receive classroom instruc- 
tion in home making subjects. Girls 
are being paid for office work need- 
ed in the schools and the rest of 
the time receive instruction in 
commercial subjects. 

All the work is in the nature of 
training, for it is done under the 
supervision of qualified teachers. 
Some workers, who never had a 
needle in their hands before, be- 
come proficient first at plain sew- 
ing, then machine sewing and fi- 
nally on power machines. Since pro- 
duction lines are maintained exactly 
on the system of commercial fac- 
tories, girls are able to step into 
their first indystrial jobs as fairly 
experienced workers. Already they 
have made hospital garments and 
uniforms acceptable to doctors and 
nurses, have had experience on 
children’s clothing for the orphans’ 
homes and on overalls for students 
at Hadley and other trade schools.

Good Coffee 


Demands Care 
In Preparation 


Service Should Begin 4s 
Soon as Finished Prod- 
uct Is Ready.

F you have fresh coffee of a 
| ae blend you should have a 

good beverage, but this will not 
be the case, unless you use the 
proper methods for preparing it. 
Sparkling fresh water should be 
used, whether you use a drip, pot, 
percolater, coffee machine or the 


old-fashioned coffee pot. Depend- 
ing upon what type of utensil you 
use, a drip or a steel cut grind 
should be chosen. Some persons 
prefer powdered coffee for a ma- 
chine and coarsely ground coffee 
for making an infusion. by the boil- 
ing process. 

No mater what method you use 
for making coffee, or what utensil 
you prefer for its preparation, serv- 
ice should begin as soon as the fin- 
ished product is ready for the ta- 
ble. A poor cook can spoil good 
coffee more quickly than anything 
else, and even a poor cook can 
make good coffee if she takes 
pains. Actually it is no more trou- 
ble to make good coffee than to 
produce a poor beverage. 


COFFEE CREAM FILLING, 


Three-quartefs cup sugar. 

One-third cup flour. 

Salt. 

Two egg yolks. 

Two cups milk. 

Four tablespoons ground coffee. 

Mix sugar, flour and salt togeth- 
er and add slightly beaten egg yolk. 
Scald coffee with milk, strain and 
pour slowly into the sugar mix- 
ture. Cook 15 minutes in a double 
boiler, stirring constantly until 
mixture thickens and afterwards 
occasionally. Cool and spread be-

tween layers of cake, or use for 
filling cream puff shells. 


COFFEE SPONGE. 


Two tablespoons granulated gel- 
atin. 

One-quarter cup cold water. 

Two cups strong coffee. 

Two-thirds cup sugar. 

White three eggs. 

Salt. 

Whipped cream. 

Soak gelatin in cold water and 
add to hot coffee; then add sugar. 
Strain in pan, set in larger pan of 
ice water, cool slightly, then beat, 
using a wire whisk, until quite stiff.
